A QUESTION FOR ASSESSORS 


Attorney Genera l Ha mlin Expresses 
Views on Assessments. 


A ttorney General 
FI. J. H am lin has 
decided a k notty droblem for assessors 
who are m ak ing up the schedules of 
personal property in the v arious tow n­ 
ships of the state. 
T he question was 
where to assess 
personal 
property 
where it was found separated from its 
owner. 
Mr. Ham lin in a le tte r says: 
Dear Sir 
Your letter is at hand, 
ask ing my construction of section 8 of 
the rev enue law of this state. 
T he 
general prov ision of the Jaw is tha t 
personal property shall be listed and 
assessed in 
the county, 
town, city, 
v illage or district where the owner 
resides. 
Section 8 . referring to the place 
where personal property shall be listed 
for taxation declares: 
When the owner of liv estock or 
other personal 
property 
connected 
w ith a farm does not reside thereon, 
the same shall be listed and assessed 
in the town or district where the farm 
Is situ a te d .” 
T he question you ask is w ith refer­ 
ence to the construction of the term 
“connected w ith a farm .” and you ask 
to hav e the construction applied to a 
case where the owner of a farm does 
not reside on the farm and where the 
farm is rented for grain rent, and 
where the share of the landlord has 
been harv ested, set 
aside for and 
deliv ered to the landlord as his rent; 
though the share may yet rem ain on 
the farm; and you ask w hether in such 
a case the landlord’s share of the crop 
after such deliv ery to him should he 
assessed to the landlord in the tow n­ 
ship and d istrict where the 
farm 
is 
situated, 
or 
to the 
landlord 
in 
the 
place 
where 
he 
resides. 
In reply perm it me to say tha t in 
my opinion the words, “ connected 
w ith a farm ,” as used in section 8 
abov e referred to, means all property 
used in carrying on a farm or conduct­ 
ing farm operations, or the products 
thereof in the possession of and owned 
by the person carrying on the farm, or 
conducting the farming operations. 
In the case you present, where the 
grain has been separated from the 
farm and from the eontrol or use of 
the person who is in fact conducting 
and carrying on the farm, its connec­ 
tion with the farm 
Ills ceased. 
It 
lias ceased as completely as would the 
money rent, if the landlord had been 
paid the rent in money by the te na nt 
and then 1 ad left the money w ith the 
te na nt on the farm for safe k eeping. 
I t may be the proceeds or profits of 
the farm, hu t when it is produced by 
the te na nt and deliv ered to the land­ 
lord as his prolit. its connection v . ith 
I he farm has ceased, and it should be 
as» eased in tlie locality where the 
landlord resides.
